Harrison—Dear Sir: Having been advised by 
my physicians that it would not be wise for me. 
to continue in active service as Fire Marshal, I 
hereby tender my resignation, to take effect = 
your Yours respectfully, 

DENIS J. SWENIE. 

The foregoing letter, carried to Mayor 
Harrison by Chief Swenie yesterday at 3 
P. m., ended fifty-one years’ service in the 
Chicago Fire. department—a service which 
began with the beginning of the city’s 
growth/which started in a company equipped 
with hand engines, and ends in one of the 
greatest departments in the world, a service 
unprecedented in the history of the city. 

With the judgment of two physicians 
against him the Chief gave up. The physi- 
clans said that his days of active service 
were over. He insisted they were not, and 
clung to this idea until overweighed by pro- 
fessional evidence, 

They are two to one against me, and 1 
surrender,” said the Chief to the Mayor. 


“ When do you want to go out?” asked the 


“I would like to have two weeks to 
straighten out affairs in the office,” said 
Swenie, and walked away, making no at- 
tempt to conceal the emotion he felt at tak- 
ing the step that separates him from the 
work in which he has been engaged for more 
than a half century. 

Suceessor Chosen; Name 6 Secret. 

Chief Swenie’s successor has been selected 
by the Mayor, but his name will not be an- 


nounced until Swenie has stepped out. As-

Good News Is Followed by a Congratu- 
latory Visit to the White House of 
the Official Family. 


Washington, D. C., June 10.—[Speelal. 1 
The President notified all the members of 
the Cabinet that Mrs. McKinley is decidedly 
better and added that he felt more en- 
couraged than he had felt at any time since 
leaving San Francisco. Some one of his 
official family tonight suggested that the 
Cabinet should go to the White House in a 
body and make a social call on the Presi- 
dent to assure him of their gratification at 
the favorable turn which Mrs. McKinley's 
iliness has taken. 

Accordingly, between 8 and 9 o'clock all 
the members except Secretaries Hay and 
Root, who are out of town, called on the 
President and spent about an hour in social 
conversation. The presence of the Cabinet 
at the White House gave rise to rumorsthat 
important official business was being trans- 
acted, but this was not the case. 

It was explained that they had called in 
a body in order to assure the President of 
their great interest in the welfare of his 
wife and to express the hope that the im- 
provement recently noted by her physicians 
may continue.

REVIEW OF CELEBRATED PLOT 
| 


Within less than an hour after Judge Tuley, 
in the Circuit Court, had read his formal in- 
structions the trial jury yesterday after- 
noon found that Dr. August M. Unger and 
Francis Wayland Brown were guilty of con- 
spiring to obtain money through the insur- 
ance swindle which ended last August in the 
death of Marie Defenbach. 

Ten minutes later and both men had heard 
pronounced the verdict which fixed their pun- 
ishment at imprisonment in the penitentiary ~ 
for an indeterminate term ranging from one 
to five years. The jury’s verdict assessed no 
fine on the defendants, though the law pro- 
vides for that in addition to imprtsonment, in 
the discretion of the jury. 

Unger, held as the chief conspirator, merely 
clenched his teeth, displaying no appearance 
of weakness; Brown, his hope of a much 
lighter punishment than his associate shat- 
tered, paled to a deathly whiteness, and was 
led away to jail, there to break down utterly, 
Frank H. Smiley, the third figure in the 
conspiracy, was just without the court- 

room. His sentence rests with Judge Tuley, ~~

. Jury Acts Quickly. 

Only two votes were taken by the jury when 
it retired to the caucus-room. By the first 
vote Dr. Unger was unanimously declared 
guilty. Brown's tase was then discussed 


} briefly and again the hat was passed about 


for the slips of paper. The second ballot 
showed every vote holding Brown gullty. 

It was 8:55 o’clock when the jurors were 

allowed to retire. At 4:47 o’clock Judge 
Tuley, was informed that a verdict had been 
reached, and the men filed into the jury 
box. 
Behind them came Unger and Brown. The 
latter muttered a hurried request thatrthey 
be not compelled to take seats in the center 
of the courtroom. This was granted and 
they faced J udge Tuley, partly shielded from 
the eyes of spectators, . 


Form of the Verdict. “an 
„Have you agreed on a verdict?” asked 
Judge Tuley. Foreman John T. McWhinnie 
answered in the affirmative, handing two 
slips of paper to Court Clerk Erstmann. 
The latter read as follows: 
We, the jury, find the defendant, August 
M. Unger, guilty of conspifacy to obtain 
money by false pretenses in manner and 
form as charged in the indictment, and we 
fix the punishment of the said defendant at 
imprisonment in the penitentiary.” . 
Brown, who had joked with the bailiffs 
while the jurymen were in caucus, still kept 
up his defiant show of confidence. 
We, the jury,” Clerk Erstmann contin- 
ued, “ find the defendant, Francis Wayland 
Brown, guilty of conspiracy to obtain money — 
by false pretense in manner and form ag

Mrs. Unger Stirs Sympathy. 
The verdict had been reached in such a 
brief time that the courtroom was far from 
crowded when the finding was read. Of the 
attorneys for the defendants only Allen Les- 
ter Fowler was present. The clerk had be- 
gun to read when Mrs. Unger reached the 
door, entering from an ante-room. She 
heard the words pronouncing guilt on her 
husband and then hurried out into the cor- 
ridor.

ting one week from next Friday as the 
date for argument on this motion. It is this 
proceeding which will settle the fate of 
Unger, Brown, and Smiley. Should he over- 
rule the motion for another hearing, Judge 
Tuley will at once sentence the two men 
in accordance with the verdict of the jury 
and pass judgment on Smiley as bis per 
sonal clemency shall direct.

Speculation may run 


riot in the effort to solve the mystery of 
Marie Defenbach’s death, and theories are

her insurance. | 

Though the secret of the plot is perhaps 
locked in the breasts of the: girl's cocon- 
spirators, it has seemed reasonable that Miss 

Defenbach expected that a corpse would be 
substituted for her body and cremated in her 
name, while she escaped to Germany to ap- 
pear henceforth as Marie Huntsman, the fic- 
titious cousin, and share in the insurance 
which Unger, Brown, and Smiley should 
collect. 

It may have been the plan for Marie to

It would afterward appear that she had died 
before reaching the hospital, and Unger 
would have effected the substitution of bod- 
ies in the ambulance, Marie escaping and go- 
ing to Germany.

| Tells of Money Advanced. ü 

Concerning the money handied by him Mr. 
Corbin testified that $10,000 had been ad- 
vanced by Americans and $50,000 by En- 
glishmen interested in the deal. His evi- 
dence also showed that these people were 
out the sums they advanced because of a 
failure to carry the deal through. This was 
due, he says, to the refusal of Americans in- 
terested to grant an extension of the option 
held by Mr. Corbin when it expired June 1, 
1898. It also appears in his evidence that 
he secured $20,000 from one of these Ameri- 
cans, He gave his note for this sum, but the 
note was subsequently réturned to him. In 
addition to this Mr. Corbin received $7,500. 

Altogether Mr. Corbin received $87,500, 
and of this sum it is said that all but $15,000 
was spent for personal expenses. When 
pressed by the attorneys for details he 
said it had been used for living expenses, 
including hotel bills and traveling expenses 
for himself and others interested in the com- 
bination. The $15,000 was expended, he 
said, in paying the expense for examination 
of the books of the various concerns which 
were to be included in the deal. 

Mr. Corbin’s discharge is being contested 
for two reasons, that he has not a residence 
here such as is required under the law to 
give the courts jurisdiction, and for the ad- 
ditional reason that he is charged with hav- 
ing property concealed which was not sched- 
uled in his Mst of assets. George W. Pium- 
mer, attorney for one of the contestants, | 
is working on the latter proposition. | 

Mr. Corbin at the Wellington yesterday ad- 
mitted his identity. He was anxious that 
nothing should be said in the papers regard- 
ing the bankruptcy proceedings and declared 
they were entirely regular. He said In ex- 
planation of his heavy expense account that 
it included expenses incident on crossing the | 
ocean seven or eight times, bringing ap- 
praisers and expert accountants over here, 
and other necessary and heavy expenses in 
connection with the promotion of the deal. 

‘Mr. Corbin’s connection with the lake 
fiisheries deal, which came in for considerable 
newspaper mention at the time, began in 
November, 1895, in an effort to consolidate all 
the prominent lake fishery establishments. 
He secured options on the properties and 
= his time to the work in hand until 

une 1, 1898, when his options expired, as 


before. 

In his testimony Mr. ‘Corbin stated that 
e had no money, stock, or bonds, and that 
his only property consisted of $150 worth 
of clothes. He said he was admitted to the 
Cook County bar in 1887 and always con- 
sidered himself a resident here, but admitted 
that he had had no office in this city for the 
last seven years, or that he had practiced 
his profession anywhere during that time. 

Other Claims in the Case. 

‘There other claims besides the $60,000 
of the Americans and Englishmen referred 
to, one for $9,000 by Charles Hodge of 
‘Houghton, Mich., a friend and business as- 
sociate of Mr. Corbin. Through George W. 
Plummer he secured judgment against Mr. 
Corbin here, and was preparing to do the 
same in New York when Mr. Corbin came to 
Chicago early in the present year and filed . 
his petition in bankruptcy. He has been 
examined twice by the attorneys for the con- 
testants, and in addition to the points al- 
ready indicated he swore that although 
about 40 years of age he had never voted 
but once, and then for Grover Cleveland. 

Mr. Corbin is a man of fine appearance, a 
good dresser, good talker, and thorough man 
of the world.

COURT AND CLERGYMENOF 
DENVER IN CONTROVERSY. 


Judge Peter L. Palmer of the District 
Court Says He Will Punish His Cler- 
ical Critics for Contempt.

Denver, Colo., June 10.—[Special.]—Should 
the threat of Peter L. Palmer, Judge of the 
District Court of Colorado, be carried into 
execution, the Rev. Camden M. Cobern may 
have to forego his Chicago appojntment. 

Recently Judge Palmer issued an injunc- 
tion restraining the police from interfering 
with Sunday saloons. In his Memorial day 
address the Rev, Dr. Cobern assailed the 
bench in the following language: | 

“ For a few weeks past the saloons of Den- 
ver have kept the law. They have closed at 
midnight; they have closed on Sundays. But 
only this last week it has become known 
that a prominent citizen of this common- 
wealth, whose name I could now give and 
shall give later, has headed a petition ask- 
ing our law executives to forfeit their oaths 
and dishonor their record by permitting the 
old process of lawbreaking on the part of 
saloons and gambling-houses to continue. 

It was only yesterday that Judge Palmer 
issued an injunction against the Chief of 
Police and each member of the Fire and 
Police board restraining them from the en- 
forcement of these laws and ordinances.”’ 

The injunction was set for hearing today. 
Yesterday several other Methodist ministers 
spoke in the same strain, accusing Palmer 
of disgracing his office, © | 

When court convened the chamber was 
filled to overflowing with reformers, to whom 
Judge Palmer addressed himself with great 
warmth, saying; 

I will make it a subject of careful judt- 
cial and legal inquiry as to whether certain 
remarks made by preachers yesterday are 
not to be punished. If that preacher said 
that this court could be bribed he is plainly 
in contempt; Nkewise the man who said that 
this bench had been disgraced is ncontempt, 
and if I determine him so to be he will be 
severely punished. 

“ The time has come when men, whether 
they be of the cloth or not, shall be checked 
in their attacks upon the bench, and I shall 
be the one to stretch out my hand and say 
that nobody shall be dastard enough to vili- 
fy the court without being punished.” 


The address created such a sensation that

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WANTED IN MANY cirES. 


Well Dressed Prisoner Confesses 
and Says His Father Is 2 
Rich Kansas City Man. 


MAN HAS NUMEROUS NAMES. 


After being chased through the streets by 
two detectives and a crowd of curious people, 
a young man, who gave the name of Melville 
Chester Findlay, and who said he was the son 
of a wealthy business-man of Kansas City 
and a graduate of Yale, was arrested in the 
rear of the Auditorium Annex last) evening 
shortly before 6 o'clock. | 
A few minutes before the arrest was made 
the man was discovered standing at Jackson 
boulevard and Wabash avenue. One ef’ the 
clerks employed by Capper & Capper, a few 
doors from the corner, recognized him as the 
man who had passed a forged check at the | 
shop during the day. The suspectirea 
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that he had been recognized by the clerk, and, 


without a moment's hesitation, started south 
in Wabash avenue. 

With a cry ot Stop thief!” the clerk ran 
in pursuit. Before he mad gone a hundred 
yards he was joined by over a score of people 
who had been waiting for cars. Detectives 
Bock and De Sousa of Central Police head- 
quarters soon heard the cry of the crowd and 
joined in the chase. : 


Exciting Chase Through Crowd. 
The fugitive darted through the crowds, 
toppled over several people who got in his 
way, and for a time bid fair to dfStance his 
pursuers, The detectives called out for him 
to halt and threatened to shoot, but he never 
slackened his pace, and the policemen did 
not carry out their threat for fear of shoot- 
ing passersby. 
When the fleeing man reached Harrison 
street he turned east and started for the 
Auditorium Hotel. As he neared the alley 
back of the Auditorium and Annex hé turned 
south again and darted in the alley in the 
rear of the Annex. It is a blind way, and 
when he found that all means of escape 
were cut off he surrendered and was placed 
under arrest. A patrol wagon was called 
and he was taken to the Central Police Sta- 
tion and was booked for forgery. | 

When first arrested the young man, who 
is of an athletic build and dressed in the 
latest fashion, said he was a son of a wealthy 
banker in Beston, and declared his name to 
be Melville Chester Jr. 


Is a Man of Many Names. 
He was soon recognized by one of the rep- 
resentatives of Pinkerton’s detective agency 
as Melville Chester Findlay, alias Melville | 
Chester Jr., Jordan Hanna, John Reid, W. O. 
Brown, and various other names which he 
assumed for convenience and profit. The 
identification was made complete when de- 
tectives around Central headquarters recog- 
nized the man as being wanted by the police | 
ef Memphis, Pittsburg, Cincinnati, and vari- 
ous other cities, : 

Admits He Is “ Up Against It.” 
When confronted by the array ef charges 
concerning his past, gathered by the police, 
he confessed that he was the man wanted. 
“ Well, I guess that I am up against it 
good and hard, and might as well tell you 
who I am,“ he said. My name is Melville 
Chester Findlay, and I am the son of a 
wealthy man of Kansas City. I am agradu- 
ate of Yale, and was in hard luck.“ 
It is said that he passed a forged check 
on Capper & Capper yesterday morning. 
buying a small amount of goodsand giving a 
worthless draft in payment. The draft is said 
to have been cashed, and after the amount of 
the purchase was deducted he was given the 
balance. | 
Working under that alias he bought a dia- 
mond ring of a jeweler of that city valued 
at $225. In payment he gave a draft on the 
Union Planter’s Bank of Memphis, alleged 
to have been signed by John Reid, local agent 
of the Nation! Biscuit company. It was 
found that he had stolen a number of drafts 
from the National Biscuit company. He 
passed one on the clothing house of Johnson 
& Vance, buying an expensive overcoat in 
the latter part of December. Before the 
fraud was discovered he had fied, and the 
police had been unable to get any track of 
him. 
Findlay is also wanted in Pittsburg, Cin- 
cinnati, and various other cities for yarious 
alleged frauds.

Mrs. Wohlerman was 
removed to the German Hospital, and last 
night it was said her condition was critical, 
Mrs. Wohlerman was crossing the street in 
front of her home shortly after 4 o'clock. 
She stopped at the tracks to walt for an elec- 


witnesses said was moving rapidly and the 
driver paying no attention to where he was 
going, ran into the woman, who had made 
desperate efforts to return to the sidewaik. 
The horses trampled on her and she was 
rendered unconscious, _ 

Seeing that Mrs. Wohlerman was seriously 
injured, with several gash wounds on her 
face and head, the driver jumped from his 
wagon and ran north in Ashland avenue. 
Over a score of witnesses started after him, 
yelling for him to halt. The police took up 
the search at the raliroad yards, but were un- 
successful in finding thé man. ‘ 

The lumber wagon is at the Town Hall Sta- 
tion. It is owned by William Lomack, 12 
Roscoe street. The latter told Lieutenant 
McCarthy he did not know the driver's name, 
as the man was only known as Fred.“ The 
Lieutenant secured a des¢ription of the driver 
and the search will be continued. The 
fugitive, it is said, lives on the West Side, but 
the police refuse to reveal the address. 

Mrs. Wohlerman sustained a dislocated 
shoulder and her right arm was badly 
crushed from the shoulder to the elbow. 
Owing to her age her recovery is considered 
doubtful. She lives with her nephew, Nich- 
olas Solomon.

He showed no feeling 
at the death of his familly, stopping to joke 
with his cousin, John Lyman, about the cows 
while driving to town after the fire, ‘ 
Maggee applied for $10,000 insurance on the 
life of his wife in 1900, ‘ 
He had $2,000 on her life in the Illinois Lite 
company, which he permitted to lapse. He 
immediately took out $2,000 on her life and 
his own in the Fraternal Army of Taylors- 
ville, I. He paid assessments on both on 
May 27 last.

MRS. KENNEDY WILL “PLEAD 
| INSANITY IN MURDER CASE. 


State Closes Ite Evidence in Trial at 
Kansas City—Claims Conspiracy to 
EIN! After the Forced Marriage. 


12 City, No. June 10.—The State in 

the case of Lulu Prince Kennedy, on trial 
for murdering her husband, rested this after- 
noon and court adjourned until tomorrow, 
when the defendant's side will be presented. 
The case probably will be given to the jury 
some time on Saturday. 
. The State today adduced additional evi- 
dence to prove the claim that Kennedy was. 
forced to marry Lulu Prince at the point of 
a revolver; that Will Prince furnished the 
weapon and nerved her up to committing the 
crime; that the Princes conspired to kill 
Kennedy and predicted the murder days 
before it occurred; and that the woman's 
claim that she shot her husband in a fit of 
temporary insanity was untrue. 

The defense tomorrow will begin its testi- 
mony to show that Mrs. Kennedy inherited 
insanity; that Kennedy’s refusal to acknowl- 
edge her as his wife temporarily deprived 
her of her reason.

BIG SUM FOR THE POSTOFFICE. 


Unofficial Report That the Appropria- 
tion for Fiscal Year Beginning July 
1 will Be $1,500,000. 


Chicago’ 8 0 for the postal serv- 
ice for the fiscal year beginning July 1 will 
be over $1,500,000. This was the statement 
confidently given out by officials at the post- 
office after the arrival yesterday of George 
W. Beavers, chief of the salary and allow- 
ance division of the Postoffice department in 
Washington. It was even hinted that the 
coming year will see the Chicago office put 
on a par with the New ‘York office in the 
„ special’’ class. 

Evidence that Superintendent Beavers ap- 
preciated some of the needs of the Chicago 
office was given before he had been in the

rush was on in the mailing division, and when 
Postmaster Coyne had conducted his visitor 
through this office and had shown him the 
sacks of mail stacked up on every side Mr. 
Beavers said there must be immediate relief 
for the overworked clerks. He at once grant- 
ed an allowancé for the employment of fifty 
additional clerks in this division.

Walter Besant was born Aug. 14, 1836, at 
Portsmouth, England, the birthplace of an- 
other of Britain’s 
Charles Dickens. The Besants were 
tradesmen, but prosperous, and of more 
than average culture andrefinement. It was 
into an atmosphere largely literary in the 


pervaded it that the future author was born, 
and he afterwards said that in his youth he 


He first attended King's College, London, 
and afterwards Christ's College, Cambridge, 
distinguishing himself as a student and es- 
pecially as a mathematiciah. For nearly 
seven years (1861-67) he was senior professor 
of mathematics in the Royal Callege of Mau- 
ritius, and it was while on this island that 
he made his first attempt at novel writing. 
The manuscript that he submitted to a pub- 
lisher was said by the reader to have 
merit, but the advisability of waiting and do- 
ing further Hterary work before appearing 
jin print was urged. The young author ac- 
cepted this advice, returned to England, and 
‘for several years devoted himself-to writing 
articles for magazines and to doing general 
and editorial work for newspapers. Only in 
1874 did he finally sever all 
journalism. 
In 1872 he formed a literary partnership 
with James Rice, and, until the death of 
the latter, ten years later, these two men 
worked together, it is said, in absolute 
harmony, and produced twelve novels which 
enjoyed wide popularity at the time of their 
appearance and for several years after.

Appellate Court Reverses Judge Baker, 
Who Granted Erie Ratlway Engti- 
meers an Injunction Against Gar- 
| nishment Proceedings, and Justice 
‘MeIntosh Can Now Hold Court in a

‘Decision Repudiates Idea of Fraud.

Engineers of the Erie’ road lost their case 
against the Crawford-Adsit company yester- 
day before the Appellate Court, against gar- 
nishment proceedings on book subscriptions, 
when the injunction, issued by Judge Baker 
on March 23, was dissolved. The case was 
made unique by the alleged proposal of Jus- 
tice M. Clark tosh of Barrington that 
he be furnished a special car and hauled over 
the Erie system to hold court wherever he 
er one of the defendants to the original 
action. 

The Crawford-Adsit company, which had 
offices at 114 Dearborn street, issued a book 
in 1890 entitled Erie Division of the Amer- 
ican Engineers.“ A steel engraving and a 
sketch were furnished for $25, and a sketch 
alone for Some engineers subscribed 
for the publication, but a greater number 
denied ving orders, though their nemes 
were held by the publishing company, and 
fraud was suggested. These men organized 


100 cases being represented. 

Suit in garnishment was brought by the 
Crawford-Adeit company before Justice Me- 
Intosh, whose court was thirty-two miles 
from Chicago. When the injustice of this 
action was pointed out, it is said, McIntosh 
then proposed to put his court on wheels if 
the railroad would furnish the car. 

The engineers appealed to Judge Baker 
for an injunction to restrain the suits, and 
in granting it the court severely rebuked 
the methode adopted by the publishing con- 
cern, his remarks from the bench causing 
a sensation in court. The Crawford-Adsit 
company carried the case to the Appellate 
Court. Yesterday that tribunal dissolved the 
injinction, holding that the bill was insuffi- 
cient to warrant any interference by a court 
of equity. It is understood that by this 
decision the engineers will be forced to de- 
fend the suits against them in Justice Mo- 
Intosh's court. 

Members of the Crawford-Adsit company 
are pleased with the decision, accepting it 
as disproving the charge that the company;

BLOW Af CANAL EXPORTS. 


THEIR REPORT CONDEMNED BY | 


Trustees Put This Statement on Record 
Beside Findings of the Commission 
and Then Postpone Matter of Com- 
pensation--Project of the Drainage 
Board Declared Better than Any of 
the Other Three and Entirely Ade- 
quate to the Needs of the District, 


The expert commission to devise plans for 
improving the drainage canal received 
brusque treatment from the Drainage board 
yesterday. The commission's plans were 
severely criticised in a report by Chief Engi- 
neer Isham Randolph and the board tacitly 
on record beside the report of the experts 
without comment. 

Then the trustees took up for consideration 
the amount of compensation to be allowed the 
expert engineers, but were unable to agree 


and action was postponed. The sums sug- | 


gested varied from $5,000 to $12,000. 
Engineer Randolph, aseerte that many of 
the figures and estimates prepared by the 
experts are incorrect and that practically all 
the deductions made by the commission are 
not in accordance with the needs of the dis- 
trict. The civil engineers who served as 
members of the expert commission, and 
whose judgment is attacked by Mr. Ran- 
doiph, are Lyman E. Cooley, L. P. Friested, 


and A. V. Powell 


The report ot Engineer Randolph is in part 
as follows: 

The questions which were all important 
to the board were: 

1. Will the plans of the district accom- 
modate all future requirements so far as they 
relate to the objects and purposes for which 
the district was created without any m- 


kringement upon either travel or navigation? 


“2. Will the improvement of the Chicago 
River on the scale of magnitude contem- 
plated lend itself to that progressive devel- 
opment on the north which must come in the

“In my view, to answer these questions 
it was not necessary to do more than to de- 
termine what volume of flood and sewage 
must be brought through the North Branch 
and past the main Chicago River into the

In treating the Chicago River the commis- 
sion has laid down as a rule for its guidance 
in determining the cross section.a current cf 
1 198-1000 miles an hour, after deducting au 
area of 1,000 square feet for the presence of 
boats in the streams and, further, it has 
assumed that this channel must carry 720,000 
cubic feet of water a minute. 

Both these assumptions are without war- 
rant) The permit of the Secretary of War 
under which thecurrent of the Chicago River 
was reversed allows a current of 1% miles 
an hour without reference to boats, and the 
maximum volume of flow as set forth in the 
Sanitary District law is 600,000 cubic feet a 
minute. ‘This liberality is, therefore, entirely 
uncalled for. 

Under the plans of the board a 
flow of 480,000 cubic feet of water a minule 
will be passed southward from Lake street 
at a velocity of less than 144 miles an hour, 
and the remainder of the required volume, 
amounting to 120,000 cubic feet, will be 
brought in through the Thirty-ninth street 
conduit. This authorized scheme, therefore, 
meets all the reasonable requirements of nav- 
igation, complies with the Sanitary District 
law, and affords the fullest benefits to all 
the interests which the district ought to 
guard for the least outlay of money, the esti- 
inate being 50,024, 000.“

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue has 
ruled that anybody whose business it is to 
deal in puts and calls must pay the special 
tax as brokers’ class 2, which means they 
must qualify as such with all the penalties 
attached thereto. The Supreme Court of the 
United States has decided that call is 
taxable, on the ground that it is an agree- 
ment to sell, consequently the department 


} can enforce the payment of the stamp tax 


on that agreement, but as there is nothing 
in the new law referring in any way to priv- 
lleges the query arises as to where the com- 
missioner found anything on which to base 
a ruling that any one dealing in them should 
pay the special tax and qualify as brokers’ 
class 2 and become subject to all the penal- 
ties attached to that part of the law, as, ifa 
transaction grows out of a put or a call it is 
completed and becomes a contract on the 
Board of Trade or exchange. This, at least, 
was the view taken by some of the members 
who have watched the many and varied 
rulings which have been heretofore promul- 
gated from the commissioner's office, It is 
common gossip on change that these rulings 
have so reversed each other that not the 
wisest of the members know exactly where 
they stand. The decision yesterday was a 
strong card for the Board of Trade adminis- 
tration through the fact of its general circu- 
lation on the floor during the hours a ballot 
of the membership was being taken on a 
proposition to do away with an existing rule 
against trading in puts and calls.“ The 
position of the anti-privilege traders is ad- 
mittedly getting stronger, because few if 


any members of the board will, it is said, 


care to put themselves in a position where 
the authorities may jump on them at any 
time. Nor would they care to assume the 
risks of being disciplined by the directors of 
their own board. The result of the ballot re- 
ferred to was in keeping’ with the earlier pre- 
dictions, a decisive victory for the adminis- 
tration, the proposed amendment being 
voted down by a vote of 623 to 175. 

Wheat appears to be stacking up at Cana- 
dian points. Montreal and Toronto show 
$25,000 bu, against 270,000 bu the previous 
week, an increase of 51,000 bu. At Liverpool 
the stock during the week showed a decrease 
of 160,000 bu, and is now 2,404,000 bu.

ASSESSMENT CONFISCATION. 

A correspendent complains bitterly of 
special assessment confiscation. He says 
that there are in the southern part of the 
city certain lots which are not worth over 
$100 apiece and which cannot be sold now 
even at that price. They already have 
paid one assessment of $60 each and a new 
assessment of $58 per lot has just been 
made, and notice has been given that others 
aggregating $45 soon are to be made. If 
made, then each of these lots will have 
been assessed $168 in all, while the original 
value was considerably less than $100. Cer- 
tainly the assessments here are out of all 
proportion to the value of the property which 
is alleged to be benefited. The owners 
of these lots will save money by selling them 
for what they can get, though it may be 
only a few dollars. Presumably, the men 
who bought these lots when the property 
was subdivided thought ig many cases they 
were going to get cheap homes. They did 
not reckon on these repeated assessments 
which many of them will be unable to. pay. 
There are, unfortunately, some public im- 
provements which cannot be made without 
inconvenience or loss to some property-own- 
ers. Cheap lots and valuable. lots, lots 
which will be benefited immediately and 
cousiderably, and lots which will be benefit- 
ed only slightly are assessed for the con- 
struction ‘of a big sewer system like the 
Wentworth avenue one. The assessinent 
amounts to confiscation in the case of some 
of the lots affected. Others are at once 
in better demand at a higher price. If 
the Board of Local Improvements were to 
decline to put through an extensive sewer 
improvement because a few property- 
owners would be pinched by it, then such 
improvements generally would be delayed 
too long. 

There are, however, many improvements, 
affecting comparatively small areas, where 
the owners of the property affected, or a 
majority of them, are too poor at this time 
to stand assessments which are out of all 
proportion to the present or prospective 
value of their property. In such cases

In 
the matter of iron and steel manufactures, 
in ‘which the British recently led the world, 
he comforts them by telling them their 
product amounts to nearly half as much 
as that of the United States, and they are 
“not much behind, man for man.” He

WATERMAN RULES 
AGAINST 


Upholds Right of Two or More Employ- 


ers to Agree to Refuse Work to Cer- | 


tain Persons—Decifion Given in an

The right lawfully to refuse to employ 
8 who had been in the employ or had 
discharged by others was sustained yes- 
terday by Judge Arba N. Waterman. Though 
the Judge, in this case, holds that black- 
listing is legal, he at the same time declares 
that strikes, lockouts, and boycotts are not 
illegal, the gist of his opinion indicating that 
labor troubles or alleged damages resulting 
from them are not questions to be decided in 


The suit was one of those brought by Miss 
Hannah O'Day and eight other giri can label- 
ers and painters, who, in February, 1900, left 
the employ of Libby, McNeill & Libby, pack- 
ers at the Stock-Yards, on account of repeat- 
ed cuts in their wages. They were refused 
work by Armour & Co., Nelson, Morris & Co., 
and the Fairbank Canning company. All 
these firms were made defendants to suits 
for $50,000 Gamages. One of the suits, that 
Annie Condon, was decided by Judge 
Baker on May 16, when, in a brief opinion, 
he also sustained the demurrer of the pack-

REFUSES TO ANNUL DIVORCE. 


Appellate Court Rules That Mrs. Al- 
zuma L. Maher Waited Too Long 
with ree: of Fraud. 


For a second time, by », by the l ot the Ap- 
pellate Judges yesterday, the courts have de- 
nied the right of Mrs. Alzuma L. Maher to a 
decree setting aside the divorce which her 
husband, Mark H. Maher, secured in 18095. 
Mrs. Alzuma L. Maher was the second wife 
of Maher, and was one of the three women 
who, after his death in 1896, laid claim to.the 
title of lawful widow and sought a share in 
his estate of $150,000. Mrs. Jessie Kean Ma- 
her, the first wife, and Mrs. Elizabeth Bodle 
Maher, are the other members of the trio of 
claimants. 

Mrs. Alzuma 0 Maher complained to the 
Superior Court that the divorce had been se- 

eured by fraud. Judge Chetlain last July 
decided that though her allegation of fraud 
was established, her delay till after the 
rights of a third party, innocent of blame, 
had intervened deprived her of standing in 
court. The third party, innocent of blame, 
is Mrs. Elizabeth Bodle Maher,“who was mar- 
ried to Maher on Dec. 21, 1895, a few weeks 
before his death. | 

After reviewing the evidence J udge Windes, 
who voiced the principal opinion in the Ap- 
pellate Court, said: 

„ Appellant was at fault in remaining quiet 
for ten months and in not insisting om the 
prompt vacation of the fraudulent decree by 
Maher, or on his remarrying her without 
delay. By her failure to act she is to be 
blamed for the distressing results which 
have come to her and Elizabeth Bodle. The 
latter is blameless. That justice is outraged 
and its temple desecrated by Mark H. Maher 
is not enough to move a court of equity to 
wrong an innocent and blameless woman to. 
award relief to another innocent woman, 
through whose weakness largely the outrage 
was accomplished.”’ 

Judge Sears, dissenting from the opinion of 
his colleagues, said: 

“It may be that as between the two wom- 
en, each a sufferer through the wrong of 
Maher, there is slight difference fn claim to 
sympathy. It. is, in my opinion, of greater 
importance to the administration of law and 
the preservation of the integrity of judicial 
procedure that the fraud be kept from a 
final success than is the protection of ap- 
pellee from injury resulting to her from Ma- 

s wrong.’ 
meri affirming the judgment of the Superior 
Court awarding $6,000 damages to Evert 
Baker against the city for injuries sustained 
by him on May 11, 1899, at Canal and Polk 
streets, the Appellate Court holds it was the 
duty of the city to protect passersby from the 
danger of falling from a raised walk adjoin- 
ing the sidewalk at that point. The walk 
from which Baker fell was not one of the 
city walks, though it had been used for a 
long period by travelers, and nothing sep- 
arated it from the walk under the control of 
the city. Baker's back and legs were in- 
jured by his fall.
